DURING THE CHICAGO WORLD'S FAIR

WasnIsoToN, Oct. 17.—The annual re-
port of Mujor General Nelson A, Miles,
commanding the Department of the DMis-
soiri, is mainly an historieal review of the
Sioux War of last winter, its cnuses, epi-
sodes and resnlts. Among the causes thst
resulted in the Sioux outbreak, he men-
tions the gradually inereasing poverty of
the Cheyennes and Sioux; the insnfliciency
of their rations issued by the Government,
and the failure of the erops in 1889 and 1800,
and the innbility of the Indians to emi-
grate to other parts of the country.

He quotes at some length from reports
made by General Ruger, Commanding the
Department of Dakoia, to show that the
dizaffection of the Indians at Standing
Rock was to be atiributed to several fail-
ures of the Government. Of the Indians at
Pine Ridge niuch the same thing was
said by General Brooke in a rep-rt dated
November 30, 1880, Very nearly a similar
showing is made in the report in regard to
the eauses of the dis atisfaction among the
Indians at the Rosebnd and Cheyenne
Agencies and among the Yanktonnais, the
general tenor of their com & being that
the Government had fnilecr I:#roridz suffi-
cient rations,

THE MESSIAH CRAZE

General Miles writes thus about the Mes-
rinh craze: “The fapaticism and supersti-
le were taken advaotage
of by their disaficoted and designing lead-
ers 1o encourage them to assume hostilities
toward the Government and white people.”

The record of the outbreak at Pine Ridge
follows in an interesting narrative. Gen-
eral Miles commends the administration of
Captain Penny as scting Indian agent at
Pine Ridge, and says that through addi-
tional appropriations the Indians now re-
ceive nearly one-hall as much more than
they did a ago. TIn coneluding his re-
murks on the eampaign, he raid:

Notwithstanding the fact that the voleano
hus cooled down, the fires of discord mre
still burning. Even while the hostages were
at Fort Sheridan they recelved communics-
tions from their friends in the Sloux camps,
nu:tlng lh‘at they :de “r‘l’slm‘;v?n ?‘p !!'-a l|;on-
spirnoy of a grand n of the Indiaus,
and that the Utes \rl;re ready to loin the
Sloux whenever they were ready to resumse
hostilitics, .

BTILL PLOTTING A WAR

Communleations have been golng on be-
tween the different camps, inciting the In-
dians to hostilities, and even now (the re-
port is dated September J4) thore is n dele-
gation from the Indian Territory absent,
ostensibly to visit relatives at the Arapaboe
and Shoshone reservations in Wyoming.
They have, in fact, gone across the mount-
ains, and arc now in the abodes of the sup-
porters of the Messinh delusion, near Pyra-
mid Lake, in Novada. )

During the mouths following the serlons
disturbance of the peace, the confldence of
all has restored. Many of the settlers
have gone back to their sbandoned homes
and ranches, and the Indians have resumed
their accustomed occupations. The affairs
nre gradually m?ulti::r themeelyves nafter
boing in o state of transition for a long time.
The davs of large holding of land by the In-
dians in common will eventually cease, and
the Indians take up land in severalty.

NO CATTLE DISEASE HERE,

Secretary Rusk Denies the Existence of Any
Buch In This State.

WasHixarox, Oct, 17.—News was re-
cently received at the Department of Agri-
culture of the outbreak of a disense among
cattle in sections of {he counties of Chester,
Berks and Montgomery, Pa., and extending
into some parts of New Jersey. Dr. C. B.
Michener, Assistant Chief of the Burean of
Animal Industry, promptly left here to in-
vestigate the disesse. Rumors to the effect
that the disease in question was the apthonse
fever, commonly known as foot and mouth
disease, have clicited from Dr. Michener a
telegram to the departnient that he has per-
sonnlly inspected a number of the affected
animals, and that there is not the least
donbt that the disease is of a simple, non-
contagious character.

N0 CHANGE OF TACTICS DECIDED ON

[COFTRIGNTED 1501, DY XEW YORK ASSOCIATED
] TRESS.]

Brnrvix, Oct. 17.—The proceedings of the

Socialist Congrees at Erfurt have so height-

encd the reputation of the leaders of the
party and of the greater part of the dele-
gates for tact and moderation as to give the
whole party u new charncter in the eyes of
the country. Whatever may be thonght
concerning the wisdom or lack of wisdom
of their ideals, the party will henceforth
be free from the stigma of mere revolu-
tionism.

Constitutional radiealism, seeking to nt-
tain its aims by rational, pacific methods,
is now the spirit which animates German
socialism. The specter of socialism as an-
archy, which has long been haunting the
minds of the upper elass of German bur-
geois and the bureaucracy is forever laid to
rest.
From the outset of the Congress a few
noisy extremists, Herren Werner, Wili-
berger, Lutz and others, in a miserable nu-
merical minority, displayed in debate s men-
tal ineapacity so pitiable as to cover them-
selves with Insting ridicule.

RICICULE FOR THE FIRE-EATERS,

Their mob rhetorie was laughed at, and
their commonplace denuncintions of eapital-
ism were heard in silent scorn. Their
charges against the Directing Committee of
being a party of tyrants snd self-seckers
holding donbtful relations with the enemy
of wsocialism, were met with energetio de-
mands for their expulsion from the Socialist

arty.
4 Herr Bebel advised the extremists to
leave the party for an organization of thelr
own and preach revolution where it was be-
lieved in, but not among men who were de-
termined to pursue a moderate, progressive
poliey. Much consideration was shown
toward . the extremists during suceessive
discussions, but forbearance before the pro-
lo exhibition of blataney and inepti-
tude had its limits, and rvesterday, amid
criesof “Aus, nus,” Herr Werner and his
collengues vanizshed, probably forever from
the Socialist ranks.

The addresses delivered before the con-

showed a difference of opinion regard-

ing the attitude of the Socialist party and
Germany’s forei licy. Herren Bebel
and Liebknecht E:!J,:bat German Socinlists
should first assnme a national and then an
international character. Herr Vollmar
proelaimed himself in favor of a purely
national organization, and Herr Singer was
inclined to reconecile the international with
the national. Healthy, patriotic German-
inm, however, characterized the speeches on
all sides, except that of the extremists.

THE PARLIAMENTARY PROGRAMME.

On motion of Herr Bebel, the congress to-
night adopted s comprehensive resolution
to the & that no reasan exists for a
change of tactics.  Although it indulges in
no delusions concerning the immediate re-
sults to be obtained from action in the Reichs-
tag, the congress deems agitation for the
return of Socialist members to the Reichs-
tag, various Landtags and Communal Coun-
cils of special benefit to the pro da.
The eongress demands that each adherent of
the party give explicit adhesion to the res-
olutions adopted by a majority on matters
of general poliey, leaving individual mem-
hers a full right to criticise the action of
Socialist members of the Reichstag and
orders imsned through the party organ.

Finally, the congress affirms that the
principles of right, truth and mornlity
oyght to gnide the members of the party in
jts dealings with each other and with all
men, of whatever race or religion. The
congress adjourned to-night. ’

Loxpox, Oct. 17.—Minister of Public
Works Sockroy, of Frunce, has this week
published & book called “De Moltke Ses
Memoires et La Guerre Future,” which has
made Frenchmen believe him to be a great
strategist and student of military matters
and army organization.  After discussing
Moltke’s career and his posthumens book
on the war.he argues that Franes cannot
prevent another war. All that she can do

is to prepare for undergoing it when it
breaks oat, in order to maintain it victori-
ously and to leave intact to the next gener-
ation the reduced heritage left at the eol-
lapse of the empire.
He believes that the army is able to meet
the best soldiers in Europe, and that the
20 years have been well employed, but
e urges that a great general will do more
with a mediocre army than a bad general
with a heroic one; that it is always best to
take the offensive, and that to attack is
sometimes the best way of defense, He
reprobates the notion of ecertain military
writers that the French army should aban-
don the frontier and give battle before
Paris, for such a retreat would be a con-
fession of weakness and tantamount to
trenaou.

“War withont merey, without pity is
what awaits us; a war of extermination like
those related in ancient history, in which
nothing is r , neither the propert
nor the lives of individuals; in which a
means are employed, all artifices excused, all
treasons allowed, all cruelties justified, all
destruetions ordered, in which when armies
they leave a dJdesert belind them; in
which when the conflict is over one of the
adversaries has dissppeared.
